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Death of George Barnett. 


George Barnett, known everywhere to the Hardware 
trade as the president of the G. & H. Barnett Co., Philadel- 
phia, makers of the Black Diamond file, died at his resj- 
dence in Germantown, Philadelphia, on January 7th. His 
illness had extended over a long period, but until Novem. 
ber last he was able to attend to the details of business. 
Mr. Barnett was born in Nottingham, England, on January 
16, 1833, and came to America and settled in Philadelphia 
at the age of fifteen. One year later he was apprenticed to 
J. Barton Smith, of Philadelphia, where he learned his trade 
as a file maker. He was foreman of the shop when nine. 
teen years of age, which position he held until 1863, when 
he removed to Pittsburg, and in company with his broth- 
ers, William and Henry, commenced the manufacture . of 
saws and files, under the name of Barnett Bros. They 
soon removed to Philadelphia, where George and Henry 
sarnett commenced the manufacture of files exclusively, 
under the name which the business has since borne. It in- 
creased in size, until at present the works for the manufac- 
ture of the Black Diamond file contain three and a half 
acres of floor space, in which 500 and more hands are em- 
ployed. Atthe time of his death Mr. Barnett was presi- 
dent of the company, which had been incorporated in 1895. 
Mr. Barnett was connected with various interests in Phila- 
delphia, and not only enjoyed the reputation of being a 
manufacturer of first-class files, but as combining in him- 
self all of those elements of energy, industry and thorough- 
ness which made him a model business man. He leaves a 
widow and three daughters, one of whom is the wife of 
Henry W. Scattergood, the secretary of the G. & H. Bar- 
nett Co. The deceased was interred in the South Laurel 
Hill Cemetery, Philadelphia, on January roth.

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The Vapor Stove Industry. 


To the Editor of Hardware: In reply to your request 
for a brief history of the origin and growth of the Vapor 
Stove industry, I am pleased to herewith hand you the facts 
which follow: In 1863 a patent was obtained by a Mr. 
Dopp, of western New York, on a device for using the 
product of petroleum called gasoline and naptha for cook- 
ing purposes. Owing to the crude construction and gen- 
eral make-up of the burner and stove, they did not meet 
with popular favor, although energetic efforts were made 
to bring them before the public. 

During the next ten or twelve years, few, if any, further 
efforts were made to perfect a burner and stove, although 
two patents were taken out during that time, both of which 
were obtained by Cleveland inventors. From 1876 to 1880 
considerable progress was made in the improvement and 
adaptability of this style of stove, and several important 
improvements were made in the burner by simplifying the 
vaporizing process and improving the general character of 
the frame of the stove, as up to that time all the frames 
were constructed of wood, and were very inconvenient, un- 
reliable and really unsafe. 

While it is true that the first burner was patented, and 
the first attempt to put it into practical use was in Buffalo 
(which proved a total failure and was soon abandoned), the 
credit of all later progress and the final success is due to 
the genius and energy of citizens of Cleveland, and has now 
become one of her leading industries, employing between 
two and three millions of capital, and giving employment 
to over two thousand mechanics and artisans, thus sustain- 
ing no less than ten thousand of Cleveland’s population. 

Up to 1879 there were not exceeding one thousand of 
these stoves in use, and confined almost to the Western 
Reserve. At that time the writer’s attention was directed 
to this new industry, and he soon became satisfied that a 
stove and range could be so constructed that it would soon 
become a household necessity on account of its great labor- 
saving advantages over the ordinary coal and wood cook 
stoves. He soon found, however, that the gasoline for use 
in these stoves, while plentiful and cheap, would require a 
different process of refining and treating from that which 
had been used up to that time. To overcome this diffi- 
culty, the writer erected a large plant especially adapted 
for producing a pure, odorless gasoline. 

To this improved gasoline and improved burners and 
construction, the rapid growth of the Vapor Stove interest is 
largely due, as other refiners soon‘got into the way of produc- 
ing the proper gravity and purity of gasoline, although com- 
paratively few of these stoves were in use up to 188o. 
There is no better evidence of the progress that has been 
made in fifteen years in this industry, than the fact that to- 
day over two million of these labor-saving devices are in 
use throughout the United States, and Cleveland continues 
to take the lead in this industry, although these stoves are 
now made in St. Louis, Chicago and Milwaukee.

Hon. David A. Dangler. 


David A. Dangler, the president of the Dangler Stove & 
Mfg. Co., whose portrait we herewith present, is certainly 
thoroughly competent to speak to Hardwaremen. as he 
has in the above article, in regard to the history of the 
Vapor Stove industry. In the first place, Mr. Dangler for 
a number of years was one of the leading Hardwa.re- 
men of Cleveland, and as such became well and thoroughly 
known throughout all that section of the country. His 
connection with the Vapor Stove industry commenced, we 
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might say, before the beginning of that trade, if such Hi- 
bernianism is permitted, for certainly he was one of the 
originators of that line of industry, has been one of its 
most active exponents from the beginning, and at present 
stands in the forefront of the manufacturers of that line of 
stoves. 

Mr. Dangler was born in Lebanon County, Pa., and at 
an early age moved with his parents to Stark County, 
Ohio, where he learned to use his hands, and acquired 
that rudimental education of manual industry so essential 
to the self-made man he was destined to become. He had 
an ambition to fit himself for better things, and accord- 
ingly the arduous labor of the farm was supplemented, as 
opportunity offered, by a zealous application to study. At 
the age of fifteen he entered the large general store of 
Isaac Harter, at Canton, Ohio, as a boy of general useful- 
ness. His brightness, industry, and natural aptitude for 
business, soon won the confidence of his employer, and pro- 
motion came as a matter of course. In 1845 he located in 
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DAVID A. DANGLER. 


Massillon, which at that time had become a great centre of 
trade, which offered him larger opportunities. In 1852, 
Mr, Dangler took an advance business step, and formed a 
copartnership with John Tennis, then of Massillon, for the 
purpose of engaging in the wholesale Hardware trade in 
Cleveland. The expectations of the partners were fully 
realized in the general success of their business, which as- 
sumed high rank among the wholesale establishments of 
Water Street. In 1868, Mr. Dangler withdrew, enabling 
Mr. Tennis to associate his two sons with himself. 

From his first appearance among the business men of 
Cleveland, Mr. Dangler was recognized as a valuable addi- 
tion to their ranks, and the respect and confidence in which 
He was held grew with each passing year. On the break- 
ing out of the rebellion, he took a prominent part in organ- 
izing war committees for the securing of recruits, and pro- 
viding for the needy families of soldiers. There naturally 
came a call that he should take some part in public life as 
soon as those about him came to recognize him as he was. 
In 1864 he was elected by the Republicans to the City 
Council. He took a leading part in the labor and debates 
from the beginning, and as chairman of the committee on 
schools, was an active and efficient force in the making of 
the Cleveland school system one of the great educational 
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actors of the middle West. Asa member of the commit- 
tee on finance, he did efficient work, which so commended 
itself to the people of Cleveland, that it was their general 
wish that he should be called to a higher field of labor. In 
1865 he was elected a member of the Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives. He at once took an important place in the 
labors of that body, and was made chairman of the com- 
mittee on railroads and a member of the committee on 
finance and that on penitentiaries. His course was such in 
this position that in 1867, the close of his term, he was 
elected State Senator, and sent back to the upper House. 
He was a most efficient worker in that body, and had per- 
sonal charge of a large number of measures which enabled 
Cleveland to successfully pass through the transition state 
of villagehood to a full grown city. He retired to private 
life at the close of his Senatorial term, by his own choice, 
and carried with him the respect of the entire com- 
munity. 

From that time forward Mr. Dangler gave his entire at- 
tention to the large business enterprises in which he was 
interested, and was, and still is, a hard working and busy 
man. He is best known as the president of the Dangler 
Stove & Mfg. Co., as president of the Vapor Stove Asso- 
ciation of the United States; has also been president of the 
Domestic Mfg. Co. and the Crystal Carbon Co. All these 
business distinctions are the direct result of aggressive, 
methodical activities of a high order, complemented by a 
sterling character which throughout his whole record has 
commanded a faith in his integrity. He is a thorough 
gentleman in all his personal characteristics, cultured, pleas- 
antand approachable, liberal with his means, public-spir- 
ited and ready to do any good that lies in his power. He 
has filled a large measure of usefulness in the world, and 
gains a widening circle of influence in every year that 
passes. 


The Sportsmen’s Exposition of ’96. 


Judging from the manner in which applications for space 
have been coming in since diagrams were sent out last 
month, space at the Second Annual Sportsmen's Exposi- 
tion, to be held under the auspices of the Sportsmen’s As- 
sociation, at Madison Square Garden, March 16th to 21st 
next, will be at a premium long before the doors of the 
Garden open. 

The Exposition of last May was largely in the nature of 
experiment. No exhibitor had a very clear idea of just 
what lines his own exhibit would assume when completed, 
and it is doubtful if any one of the thousands who visited 
the display during the week had formed the vaguest con- 
ception of what they beheld upon passing through the 
Madison Avenue entrance of the Garden. Notwithstanding 
the fact that it was a first Exposition, however, and that 
few, if any, of the exhibitors had ever before engaged 
in a like enterprise, the exhibit offered exceedingly few 
points for criticism either from an artistic or meritorious 
standpoint. The display of sportsmen’s goods and appli- 
ances was a revelation to the uninitiated, and a source of 
great pleasure and satisfaction to the experienced sports- 
man; the spectacle was a grand one in its many and allur- 
ing representations of sport with the gun and rod; and the 
forty odd thousand people who looked upon the Exposition 
as the most altogether new and original, as well as one of 
the most attractive and interesting industrial and recre- 
ative exhibits they had ever inspected, gave the stamp of 
public approval to the First Sportsmen’s Exposition in a 
most gratifying manner, both as to the standpoints of qual- 
ity and numbers. 

Under such circumstances it is not surprising that exhib- 
itors, many of whom had gone into the Exposition with no 
little degree of apprehension as to the outcome, should 

have been gratified to an extent that resulted in their 
making inquiries as to space for the Second Exposition, al- 
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most before the first was weil under way. The date for 
the opening of the Second Exposition is still more than two 
months distant, and not a manufacturer outside of New 
York City has been seen as yet by the Exposition Commit- 
tee; a majority of the spaces have already been taken. 


‘however, applications and requests for reservation in every 


instance having come in by mail and without solicitation 
other than the receipt of adiagram and the price list of 
spaces. Many of the more prominent exhibitors of last 
year, such as the Winchester Arms Co., Parker Bros., Over- 
man Wheel Co., A. G. ‘Spalding & Bros., Hermann Boker 
& Co., Hazard Powder Co., Francis Bannerman and Iver 
Johnson’s Arms & Cycle Works, have taken increased or 
more prominently located space, while such houses as the 
Laflin & Rand Powder Co., United States Net & Twine Co., 
H. H. Kiffe Co., Electric Boat Co. and others of equal im- 
portance in their respective lines, who were not in last 
year's exhibit, have taken liberal space for the exhibit of 
next March. 

The creation of an Exposition Committee composed of 
Messrs. Dressel, Von Lengerke and Chasseaud, and which, 
together with Manager Sanger, will have entire charge of 
all details of arrangements and preparation for this year's 
exhibit, has been a step in the right direction. The mem- 
bers of the committee, working in perfect harmony with 
Manager Sanger, have quickly eliminated the faulty fea- 
tures of last year’s show, and have provided substitutes 
which can scarcely fail to give additional attractiveness to 
the exhibit of ’96. 

Last year the efforts of the Sportsmen’s Association and 
of the Exposition management were centered in but one 
direction, that of filling the spaces in the Garden witha de- 
sirable and representative list of exhibitors and of demon- 
strating beyond all question that an exhibition devoted to 
the interest of sportsmen was wanted and would be appre- 
ciated and supported. Having accomplished this, and 
feeling sure that tne Exposition of ’96 will take care of it- 
self so far as its spaces and attendance by the public are 
concerned, the Exposition Committee and the Sportsmen's 
Association are now making tremendously strong but very 
quietly prosecuted efforts to give the second exhibit a value 
from a trade standpoint, which the exhibit of last spring 
did not know to any considerable extent. In other words, 
it is intended, if possible, to bring to the Second Annual 
Exposition not only the sportsmen of the country, but sport- 
ing goods dealers from all sections, to the end that closer 
relations may spring up as the result of personal contact 
between buyer and seller, and that points of mutual inter- 
est to manufacturer, jobber and dealer may, under the 
auspices of the Second Annual Exposition, be discussed 
with profit to all concerned. The presence at the show of 
a thousand leading dealers in sporting goods, brought there 
as delegates to a sportsmen’s convention, would unques- 
tionably give the Exposition a value to the exhibitor far 
greater than it had last year, and that, too, without de- 
tracting an iota from its value as an educator and its inter- 
est to the general public. In this direction the Sportsmen's 
Association is working, and within a fortnight will be able 
to announce its perfected plans and the measure of success 
that has attended its efforts.

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NEW YORK CYCLE SHOW. 


The Third Annual Exhibition of Cycles, Cycle Access- 
ories and Sundries that opened at the Madison Square 
Garden on Saturday, January 18th, and continued till Janu- 
ary 25th, goes down in history as a cycle show without an 
equal. About two hundred concerns were represented at 
the show. It is not necessary here to describe the appear- 
ance of the Garden on the opening night; it really beggared 
description, being a sea of light and color. Nor is it our 
intention to give a detailed description of the individual 
exhibits, we having already done them justice in a recent 
issue. There has been some discussion among the manu- 
facturers as to the desirability of the continuance of cycle 
shows, many expressing themselves as being opposed to 
them, but surely the immense crowds that have attended 
this one have shown them the folly of their ways. After 
visiting the show one appreciates what a strong hold cyc- 
ling has on the public, but after all who could really be in- 
different after seeing so many beautiful specimens of me- 
chanical genius as were displayed atthe show. The crowd 
that filled the vast floor space was so great that many were 
forced into the various balconies, thus assuring the exhibit- 
ors in these locations their share of attention. The 
souvenir fiend was out in force and he had a rich field from 
which to satisfy his desire, as the souvenirs offered were 
costly and numerous. The ladies’ hearts yearned for the 
silver spoons given away by the Waltham Mfg. Co., and 
the gentlemen were equally anxious to obtain the silver 
bicycle plates given by the Bidwell, Tinkham Co. The 
E. C. Stearns Co. distributed a bamboo cane decorated with 
a yellow bow, which soon gave the crowd the appearance 
of a large college attending in body. The Pope Mfg. Co. 
showed atandem equipped for military use. The wheel 
was provided with a blanket, two army overcoats, two 
rifles, two revolvers and apparatus for signalling. They 
also exhibited a single with one of the new Colt’s automatic 
guns mounted over the handle bars. The wheel is intended 
for either military or police duty and would make a fearful 
weapon during a strike. E.C. Stearns & Co. showed one 
of the two sextets in the whole exhibit, the Fowler Co. 
showing the other, The ice bicycle shown by the Warwick 
Cycle Co. attracted universal attention. The Black Mfg. 
Co. showed a single inlaid with pearl, which was valued at 
$1,000. The Miami Cycle Co. had the only triplet and 
also showed a nobby carrier with glass case. The Interna- 
tional Mfg. Co. showed a large fat man and an American 
tandem, the front chain working through the truss frame 
giving a center pull. The Syracuse Cycle Co. were ably 
assisted by their Syracuse braves, who doled out souvenirs 
to the eager crowd. The Humber people had a Chinaman 
on hand, dressed in handsome silks, with queue and all 
complete. The Liberty Cycle Co. showed a wheel equipped 
with a wooden handle bar, which is said to do away with 
all vibration. In the display of Crescents made by the 
Western Wheel Works was aspokeless wheel made by a 
farmer's boy of Monmouth Co., N. J. The boy’s only tool 
Was presumably an axe. Ordinary garden hose was used 
in lieu oi tires. R.H. Wolff & Co. showed a patent Wolff- 
American Duplex equipped with a gatling gun. The ten- 
dency for the coming season seems to tend to larger tubing, 
increased weight, larger tires and brakes. Amongst those 
prominent in the trade who registered at the Bureau of In- 
formation were the following;

The Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association of Michigan 
will convene in Saginaw February 12th. 
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As to Hardware Names. 


Editor of Hardware: Referring to ‘‘ Hardware Names” 
in your issue of December 25th, it has given me some 
pleasure in looking up the records, to see if your corre- 
spondent was correct in explaining the ‘‘ whys,” etc., etc. 

From what I am able to learn, he is evidently in error 
in assigning the origin of the word ‘‘knife” to France 
instead of to Germany, where it seems to have been used 
first. I find ‘‘Knife,” an instrument for cutting. The 
word is of distinctly Teutonic origin, the root being knip, 
to nip, to pinch. In German it is kneifen, to nip, to 
squeeze; in Anglo-Saxon, cnif; in Swede, knif; in French, 
canif. The word got very early into England with the 
Anglo-Saxons, and from there over into France, across the 
Rhine, where it is applied to penknives only, while a 
table knife is or was a mensacutae, and a little knife a 
kenivet. 

Perhaps the following, in addition to the information you 
have given, may interest your readers: Pistol, a small 
hand gun, the name of which is derived from Pistoja, for- 
merly Pistola, a place near Florence, Italy. But there 
were pistols before gunpowder came into use in Europe. 
The first pistols were daggers. An early Italian pistolese 
was a great. horseman’s dagger. In adopting the barrel 
and lock of the new invention the shape of the dagger 
handle was retained and the implement called a pistola. 
It has been said, moreover, the barrel of the pistol was at 
first attached to the dagger handle, so that the horseman 
might shoot, cut and stab with the same weapon. 

The act of weighing, and machines for weighing, are 
closely connected with the Hardware trade; in fact, the 
first work I ever did for this firm was to weigh ten pounds 
of tenpenny nails; and it has occurred to me that some of 
the younger Hardwaremen may not know all about the 
“whys ” of the different appliances used in weighing; pos- 
sibly it may save some of the older men embarrassment, 
if they should be asked suddenly, as I wasrecently, why a 
steelyard was called a steelyard. I did not know then, but 
do now, and here‘it is: 

Steelyard, a weighing machine; provincially pronounced 
stilyard; as a grindstone is called a grin-stone. But why 
steelyard ? In its construction no steel is used, nor has the 
steelyard any hold on linear measure; but in London, some 
centuries ago, in Dorgate yard, near by the docks, a yard 
or storage place was set apart for handling steel that was 
brought over to England by the Hanse (North German) 
steel makers. To weigh such heavy metal a machine was 
devised, and it took the name of the place where it was 
used and has kept it, though the steel yard on Cosins Lane 
has long since disappeared. The word is found in none 
other than the English language, though the steelyard is 
universal, 

Scales: The bowls or pans of a balance. Latin, bilanx— 
bi, two, lanx, pan—two pans suspended from a balancing 
beam. Scales, or balances, are of great antiquity, and are 
first found on the inner walls of religious temples in Egypt, 
as being used for weighing human souls to ascertain 
whether they shall be admitted into heaven or sentenced 
fora term in purgatory. They were also used to a great 
extent for commercial weighing. The history of scales is 
full of interest. Butthere are no scales. Scale means a 
Shell, as of a fish, oyster or nut, and time was when these 
scales were suspended from the balance-beam—not now. 
Metal bowls or pans are used instead. The name abides, 
but the scale itself has disappeared from the weighing 
machine. Weights used in balancing are and were numer- 
ous, various, even ludicrous. In soul-weighing the tip of 
an ostrich plume is represented; in merchandise, the metal 
orstone heads of cattle, small hard seeds, tiny coin, etc. 
In our time, scruples (sand), dram (handful), ounce (inch), 
and pound (pondus) weights in avoirdupois (to have some 
weight), are used. In troy weight (Troyes, a French city). 
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grains (little seeds), pennyweights (old silver penny) and 

ounces are yet tabulated as weights. In weighing precious 

stones, carat, Arabic quirret, a small weight, is used. The 

evolution of weights is a very interesting study for a 

Hardwareman.

He Has Tested His “ Falcon.” 


The subjoined interesting letter shows what one rider 
did in Cali‘ornia, and what can be done on a ‘‘Falcon,” 
the well-known wheel made by the Yost Mfg. Co., Toledo, 
Ohio: 

San Francisco, Dec. 12, 1895. 
GEO. WEBB ALEXANDER, San Francisco, Cal. 

Dear Sir:—On my trip south I started from San Fran- 
cisco, via Oakland to San Jose, then via. San Juan and 
San Juan Mountains where my walking powers were tested 
for three miles up the mountains; I passed Salinas and on 
through to Chular. From there I went to Slack Canyon 
where I spent a few days hunting, and went down to San 
Mignet; there I received five hundred placards. After 
loading them on my wheel with my clothes and sundries I 
weighed two hundred and fifty-two pounds; making a big 
load for 22% pound ‘‘Falcon” over rough roads. From 
there to Arroys Grande, which is one hundred and fifteen 
miles, the roads are very bad; being cut up by heavy team- 
ing. From there through Nipomo via Pismo Beach to 
Santa Maria where I was delayed by rain for two days. We 
were then two hundred and seventy-six miles from ’Frisco, 
or three hundred and twenty-six miles via Slack Canyon. 

From Santa Maria we encountered more or less sand 
until I reached the Santa Barbara mountains, where my 
walking powers were again tested for six miles up the 
mountains, though the scenery is so grand in these moun- 
tains one does not mind the climb. The grade after F left 
the summit was rather steep, although I rode down by ty- 
ing a large brush to my wheel asadrag. Reaching the 
foot-hills we encountered sand and orange groves to Santa 
Barbara. From Santa Barbara I rode twenty-five: miles on 
the beach to Ventura, where I received another batch of 
placards; then via Hueneme, Calabasas, Cahnenga Pass 
to Los Angeles, five hundred and thirty-three miles; actual 
riding time sixty-five hours. Had we gone direct without 
touching at Slack Canyon, could have made it in four hun- 
dred and fifty-two miles. 

I left Los Angeles via Pasadena and Penona to San Ber- 
nardino; then to Redlands, Riverside, South Riverside 
through the Magnolia Drive to Santa Ana; from there I 
visited Olive, Orange, Anaheim; then back through Whit- 
tier to Los Angeles, and winding around touching at these 
towns I covered two hundred and seven miles, making 
seven hundred and fifty miles in all; actual riding time 
was 87 hours. 

My return trip was through the San Joaquin valley. I 
left Los Angeles road to Newhall; then crossed the. Teha- 
chepi Mountains via. Tejon Pass. At the summit I encoun- 
tered snow and rain, was compelled to take the stage for a 
few miles until I reached Antelope Valley. From there to 
Bakersfield the roads were fine; I rode one hundred and 
fifteen miles that day. From there via Tulare, Fresno, 
Madera, Merced, Modesta, Lathrop to San Francisco, 
which is five hundred and eight miles; making in all twelve 
hundred and forty-eight miles. Actual riding time was

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Eclipse Bicycle Works at Elmira, N. Y. 


Few people have any idea of the extensive plant of the 
Eclipse Bicycle Co., at Elmira, N. Y., and the accompany- 
ing photo-engraving gives one some conception of their 
immense establishment, It is by far the largest bicycle 
factory in New York State, and ranks as fourth largest in 
the United States. The works are running to the fullest 
capacity, and are turning out 125 finished wheels per day, 
and not only the citizens of Elmira, but the general trade 
throughout the country, feel proud of such an establish- 
ment. 

The company have already closed all their business west 
of Chicago, and are rapidly covering the East. Their for- 
eign agencies in England, France, Germany and Russia 
are this year clamoring more than ever for goods. It is ex- 
pected that in the near future they will have to add very 
considerably to their now extensive plant. 

Considering the time this company broke ground for 
their new works, they have made an exceptionally good 
record. On the 5th of July, 1895, the contract was signed, 
with the agreement on the part of the contractor that he 
should have one wing of the building completed within 
thirty-five days, and that the entire plant would be ready 
to deliver to its owner within sixty days from the date of 


A novel feature of this company is an entire water works 
system outside their bulding. They have a large pamp 
with a capacity of 500 gallons of water a minute, and this 
is connected directly with their reservoirs, and they pump 
directly into a hydrant system which encircles their works. 
[It has possibly the most complete water works of any fac. 
tory in the United States. 

The buildings are of the following sizes: Two buildings 
325 feet long by 40 feet wide, connected in the centre by a 
building 50 feet by 60 feet, all two stories high, and one 
building 150 feet long by 40 feet wide, three stories high, 
besides boiler house, engine and dynamo rooms, black- 
sm.ith shop and enameling ovens. In addition to the above, 
the office building, which contains nearly as much floor 
space as some cycle factories, is a model of Queen Anne 
architecture, containing twelve large rooms beautifully 
finished in quartered oak and Georgia pine, with a beauti- 
fully finished veranda at the main entrance. The office is 
heated throughout with steam and lighted with electricity, 
which the company supply from their own plant. 

The grounds around the factory will be beautifully laid 
out in the spring with fountains, palms, shrubbery and 
flowers. 

The company are always pleased to see any of their 
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the signing of the contract. It was predicted by experi- 
enced men that it would be impossible to complete the 
building within the time specified, and persons experienced 
in the manufacturing business predicted that the Eclipse 
Co. would not have their machinery in operation before the 
first of January; however, they have proved that they are 
hustlers, and for the past month and a half have been turn- 
ing out goods daily. 

As the reader is aware, the company .moved their plant 
from Beaver Falls. to Elmira, and when it is understood 
that they took thirty-seven carloads of machinery and tools 
from that city, and since that time have had fifteea addi- 
tional cars placed on their switch, containing automatic 
machines and other special bicycle machinery as well as an 
entire gas plant, that will turn out 25,000 feet of gas daily, 
also all the necessary appliances for an entire sprinkler sys- 
tem, consisting not only of an entire equipment throughout 
the building, but also a miniature water works, having 
reservoirs holding 70,000 gallons of water, besides a wooden 
tank holding 10,000 gallons, piaced on a derrick, the top of 
which is fifteen feet above the building, one can gdin an 
idea of the large amount of work that has been accom- 
plished in that time. 

The plant is heated throughout with steam, and is 
equipped with the latest devices for carrying off all dust 
that may accumulate about works of this description.

A triple sun-and- 
planet-wheel motion, with three pairs of double pinions, 
ensuring equal distribution of the load and large wearing 
surfaces. 3. Three-fold efficiency of its predecessors.” 

In further description of the line they also say: ‘‘ For 
sizes above two tons capacity the Triplex Block is made in 
the ‘ combination ’ form, in which, by using as many parts 
of achain as may be required, the capacity of the Triplex 
Block may be multiplied to any desired extent, retaining 
the high efficiency of the direct block. Two forms of Tri- 
plex Combination Block are made, to meet the practical 
requirements. Type A is made with a wrought iron yoke, 
from one end of which the Triplex Block is suspended, 
while the end of the chain, or in larger sizes, the upper 
sheave, is held at the other end. The yoke is carried by 
the single upper hook and the entire combination is self- 
contained. This is the form more generally used, and 
meets the usual requirements completely. Type B omits 
the yoke, and uses instead two hooks, the Triplex Block 
and the upper sheave being separately suspended. This 
form is adapted for use with trolleys for overhead tramrail, 
or for permanent suspension from fixedeye bolts. The dif- 
ference between Type A and Type B consists entirely In 
the mode of suspension; by varying the sheave combina- 
tions either form can be adapted to any capacity desired.”

In operation both tubes are at work, causing 
a long stroke which materially shortens the operation of 
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laced cover, as Shown here. The cover is referred to as 
being made of the finest quality of russet calf, and as giv- 
ing the saddle a very finished and -dressy appearance. 
Covers, it is stated, will be put on all of the company’s 
saddles the coming season. 


The F. and B. Air Tight Valve. 

L. K. Buck, No. 82 Nassau Street, New York, has brought 
out the F. and B. Air-Tight Valve for pneumatic tires, as 
shown in the accompanying cut. It is a quick adjustable 
valve, simple in construction and made on entirely new 





principles. It has the standard pump connections and will, 
it is said, fit any tire, and needs no wire cutting to adjust 
it. It is remarked that the action of this valve is 
perfect. 

The Pneumatic Corker. 

Anson Searls, No. 95 Passaic Street, Newark, N. J., is 
offering the Pneumatic Corker as here shown. It is a hol- 
low rubber ball set in an adjustable clamp. Its office is 
not to mend the tire, but simply to compress it where it is 
punctured, thus preventing a leak and allowing the rider 
to get to a repair shop without trouble. In use the com- 
pression under the clamp drives the air into and inflates 
the top, making the pneumatic tread at the point where 
the tire is pinched, the ball taking the place of that part of 
the injured and compressed tire. The device is usually se- 
cured to the saddle post when not in use. When needed 
it can be applied in a few seconds, 
and lasts, it is remarked, almost 
indefinitely in case a permanent 
repair of the tire is not convenient. 
For tires having an inner tube lap- 





ping near the valve, screw the clamp down, compressing the 
tire about two-thir s, not enough to prevent the air from 
running under the ball through the tube. Then inflate the 
tire fully and screw the clamp until the top of the ball is 
about even with the tire and firmly clamped thereon. 


Duplex Pneumatic Tire Pump. 

The accompanying cuts show the Pneumatic Tire Pump 
which West & Holgate, Betz Building, Philadelphia are 
putting on the market. The novel feature in this pump is 
its telescopic action. Owing to the length of stroke ob- 
tained from tis method of construction, it is remarked 
that a tire is filled after 35 or 40 strokes, or abou* half the 
number required where ordinary single acting pumps are 
used. The piston runs the length of the smaller tube only, 





filling a tire. The casings and piston are of brass, with 
steel tips, and the weight of the pump is about three and 
one-half ounces. 


‘‘Comet”’ Tire Inflator. 

The Bridgeport Gun Implement Co., Nos. 313 and 315 
Broad way, New York, are offering the ‘‘Comet” Tire In- 
flator as shown in the accompanying cut. The barrel is of 
hard, drawn seamless brass tubing, stiff as steel; highly 
polished and nrickeled, as are all the parts of this pump. 
The rod is of steel, guided through 
the cap by a sleeve of sufficient sur- 
face to resist wear, and guided in 
the barrel by a long plunger head 
which protects the bucket from wear. 
The handle is of wood and is detach- 
able and compensating for any wear 
or shrinkage, by merely turning ita 
little further in the ring of the rod, 
leaving, it is said, no possible chance 
of splitting or breaking. The foot 
piece is of steel, and when notin use, 
it is explained, may be folded in line 
with the barrel; when this is done 
and the handle laid along the barrel, 
the whole makes only a neat roll that 
fits easily in valise or trunk or may 
be strapped on to bicycle. The nip- 
ple to which the rubber tubing is at- 
tached is threaded into solid metal 
and has a valve, with bronze ball, that can never rust, and, 
it is said, may be removed for cleaning, if ever necessary. 
The pump is said to give double the air pressure of any other 
foot-pump, with one-quarter the exertion. Itis equipped

of the illustration. Stepping naturally on it causes 
the pan to press closely to the floor. To move the pan 
from place to place, at the same time taking up the dust, 
the broom is placed on the front of the pan and lifted with 
the toe. The broom steadies the pan and prevents the dust 
from falling out. The point is made that the pan is a pre- 
ventative against diseases arising from inhaling poisonous 
dust. 

Moore’s Storm Window Fastener 
The Stanley Works, New Britain, Conn., and No. 79 
Chambers Street, New York, are offering the Storm Win- 
dow Fastener as shown here. Fig. 1 shows the inside 
fastener. Itis explained that with this fastener, storm 
windows can be adjusted from the inside in a minute with- 
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FIG, 1, 


out the use of a screw driver or other tool than a small 
hammer, doing away with the inconvenience of climbing a 
ladder, and the windows are held in place more securely 
than in any other way yet invented. The cut shows the 
method of attaching the fastener, the flat surface being 


screwed to the storm sash, and the point mashing on to a 
screw in the edge of casing. The fastener is driven down 
with a small hammer, thereby drawing the windows as 
tight asdesired. Fig. 2 shows the outside fastener which

is designed to be used on any windows where it is not con- 
venient to use the inside fastener. The method of attach- 
ment and adjustment is similar to the method used in 
connection with the inside fastener. The fasteners are 
made of wrought steel. 


Stanley’s Universal Plane. 

The Stanley Rule & Level Co., No. 29 Chambers Street, 
New York, are offering the Plane represented in the accom- 
panying illustrations. As shown in Fig. 1, it consists of a 
main stock, A, with two sets of transverse sliding arms, a 
depth gauge, F, adjusted by a screw, and a sliding cutter 
with stop. The letter B refers to the sliding section hav- 
ing a vertically adjustable bottom. The auxiliary center 
bottom C is designed to be placed in front of the cutter as 
an extra support or stop when needed. This bottom is ad- 
justable both vertically and laterally by means of thumb 
screws and nuts provided for the purpose. In connection 
with the tool are two fences, Eand D. The latter fence 
has a lateral adjustment by means of a screw for extra fine 





work, while fence E can be reversed for center beading 
wide boards. The fences can be used on either side of the 
plane, and the rosewood guides can be tilted, by simply 
loosening the screws on their faces, to any desired angle up 
to 45 degrees. When beading the edges of matched boards 
an adjustable stop is inserted on the left hand side of the 
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sliding section marked B. With each plane the makers 
furnish 52 cutters, thus permitting a very wide range of 
work. In Fig. 2 is the tool as it appears when used as a 
molding plane. In order to employ it for this use, the de- 
sired cutter is inserted and the bottom of the sliding, sec- 
tion B, Fig. 1, is adjusted to conform to the shape of the 
cutter, after which the section is firmly fastened by means 
of the check nuts on the transverse arms. When so re-

quired the auxiliary center bottom can be adjusted for 


additional support in front of the cutter. By tilting the 
rosewood guides on the fences E and D, moldings of vari- 
ous angles may be formed. For dado work the fences may 
be removed and the spurs set parallel with the edge of the 
cutter, after wh‘ch a long adjustable stop is inser ed on the 
left hand side cf the sliding section. To use the tool asa 
slitting plane the proper cutter and stop are inserted on the 
right hand side of the main stock and either fence can be 
used as a guide. When the tool is used for chambering, 
the desired cutter is inserted, the fences are fastened on 
each side of the plane and the rosewood guides are tilted to 
the desired angle. The company manufacture a large num- 
ber of cutters which can be used with this tool and will 
furnish special cutters to order, or blanks from which the 
workman can fill up any form he may require. The point 
is made by the makers that the arrangement of parts is 
such that in the hands of an ordinary carpenter the tool 
can be employed for all lines of work covered by a full as- 
sortment of so called fancy planes. 
Schofield’s Steel Runner Attachment. 

Duane H. Nash, Millington, N. J., and No. 30 South 
Canal Street, Chicago, Ill., is placing on the market the 
Steel Runner Attachment as shown herewith. The run- 
ners are made entirely of steel and to fit all kinds of spring 
wagons and buggies, from the lightest size up to a 2-inch 
axle. The runners are provided with patent clamp fasten- 
ings, which are clamped to the square part of the axle, to 
relieve the spindles from all strain. It is explained that 
the fastenings can be attached so as to set the runners on 
the wide track if desired, by placing the inside jaws only

on the square part of the axles and the outside jaws on the 
spindles, giving the runners a range of adjustability. The 
oscillating bearings are below the axles; therefore, it is 
stated, there is no inclination to tip over in front. It is re- 
marked that the principle upon which the runners are made 
and the material used in them secure the greatest possible 
strength with the least possible weight. 
The Duplex Adjustable Sprinkler. 

The Adams & Westlake Co., Chicago, IIl., are manufac- 

turing the Duplex Adjustable Sprinkler, as here shown. It 
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has no revolving parts and is therefore not liable to become 
clogged or to otherwise get out of order. The screw top 
enables it to be adjusted to high or low water pressure, to 
make a fine mist or heavy shower, and to use all kinds of 





water. It can be used as a nozzle for washing windows. 
The device is made of brass, and nickel plated. It is 
packed singly in a pasteboard box and one dozen in a hand- 
some display case. 


The Eureka Carpet Tack. 

The Eureka Carpet Tack Co., Nos. 312 and 314 Terrace, 
Buffalo, N. Y., are placing on the market the tack repre- 
sented in the illustration. It is explained that the tack can 
be drawn with the greatest ease without injury to the 
carpet and with an ordinary tack claw; that <a) 
it is easily driven; that the extended head 
holds the carpet firmly and that the head forms no obstruc- 
tions at door sills, as the nap of the carpet rises above the 
head, avoiding danger of stumbling. The New York 
agent for the tacks is W. H. Jacobus, No. 90 Chambers 
Street. 

Columbian Novelty Co.’s Covered Glassware. 

The Columbian Novelty Co., West Troy, N. Y., are plac- 
ing on the market improved Oil Cans, Molasses Cans, Vin- 
egar Cans, and Demijohns made of glass and covered with 
fibre as shown in accompanying cuts. A loop %-inch deep 
in the bottom of the covering keeps the bottom of the can 
from the floor. It is remarked that these cans may be 
washed and cleansed thoroughly, and are so constructed 
that they will stand any amount of pounding without break- 





ing, also that the can may be set anywhere with the cer- 
tainty that it will not leave anoil spot. It is explained that 
there being no obstruction at the bottom the can is trans- 
parent, and the quantity of liquid contained may be deter- 
mined any time, 
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Bissell's Child's Sweeper. 
The Bissell’s Child’s Sweeper, that had such an unlooked 
for sale prior to the holidays, the manufacturers say, has 
come to stay, and is destined to become an all-year-round 





article. The housefurnishing trade say they will be used 
very generally as hearth brushes, a point which was not 
taken into consideration when the manufacturers first pro- 
duced them. The accompanying illustration shows the 
article. 

The Magic Nozz‘e and Cyclone Sprinkler. 

W. D. Allen & Co., No. 151 Lake Street, Chicago, IIl., 
are offering the Magic Nozzle and the Cyclone Sprinkler, 
illustrations of which appear herewith. The Magic Noz- 
zle, Fig. 1, is a spray and solid stream nozzle which throws 
various varieties of sprays, varying from a fine mist to a

solid stream; which, it is remarked, includes a spray that 
closely resembles the falling of rain drops. It is explained 
that it does not get out of order easily, and being fitted 
with a detachable tip, more than one sized stream can be 
obtained. The workmanship and material employed in 
the construction of these nozzles is said to be of a superior 
order. The Cyclone Sprinkler, Fig. 2, is one that will 
throw either a full >r half circle, throwing, it is remarked, 
as much water on the half ason the full. It is pointed out 
that this half circle feature is a great advantage to anyone 
wishing to sprinkle his front lawn without wetting the side- 
walk and passersby: being attached to a sled-like base, it 
can be easily moved about the lawn by the operator with- 
out turning off the water or getting wet. The actions of

the revolving parts, it is explained, are very free and 
smooth, which is a great feature in revolving sprinklers, 
especially where there is none too much pressure. 


Cary’s Twisted Prong Box Fastener. 

The Cary Mfg. Co., Nos. 5 tog Elm Street, New York, 
are offering a Twisted Prong Box Fastener as represented 
here. The advantages claimed for the fastener areas fol- 
lows: That the twist strengthens the prongs; that the 


points are turned so that they usually start in the wood 
with the grain or less directly across it than with a 
straight prong; that it does not cut the wood as much as a 
flat prong driven directly across the grain; that as it is 
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driven it assumes a screw-like action; that the twist allows 
the prong to pass to one side or to turn more with the grain 
in hard places of the wood, thus holding better against ob. 
structions of this kind; that it does not crush down on the 








wood as a straight prong will sometimes do, and that it ap- 
proximates the holding power of ascrew. The fastener js 
intended for use on the corners of boxes to strengthen them, 
and also on the sides where there is a strain and the pack- 
age is liable to be forced open. 

An Improved Axle Point. 

The Wentworth Spring & Axle Co., Gardiner, Me., have 
introduced the Axle Point shown in the accompanying 
cuts. It is the invention of John E. Richards. The im- 
provement consists of a washer D, on a conical neck F, and 
a flange, G, inthe nut. The result sought is a simple and 
inexpensive axle point for light work that shall have the 
oil retaining capacity and cleanliness of the double nut for 
heavy work, and also be applicable to all axles. In opera- 
tion, before the wheel is put on the arm, the oil-retaining 
and anti-rattling washer or packing, D, is screwed on over 
the thread. Itis explained that the washer shoula fit so 
tightly that it must be screwed on, and that if so fitted it

will not pull off when taking off the wheel, but that when 
the wheel is removed the washer, D, will slip down on the 
small part of the neck, F, the wheel then easily coming off 
over it. When the nut is screwed up the flange, G, presses 
the washer, D, back on the part of the neck, F, thus ex- 
panding it against the inside of the box, making an oil- 
tight joint and a cushion to prevent rattle. The makers 
state that the improvement has been thoroughly tested on 
many vehicles with unvarying success; that the nuts are 
kept absolutely clean; that oil is prevented working around 
the box into the hub; that vehicles furnished with the im- 
proved point on ‘‘ Long Distance axles”’ have been run six 
months without reoiling, and that it allows a small axle to 
be furnished for light work with every advantage that a 
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double nut axle possesses, and with the addition of an anti- 
rattling cushion. It is shown that with this improvement 
it is unnecessary to screw nuts tight to keep oil on the axle 


arm. The improvement has been patented. 


The Eureka Mole Trap. 

The Atwater Mfg. Co., Southington, Conn., are placing 
on the market the Mole Trap as shown here. In Fig. 1 the 
trap is illustrated set, the uplifted ground being previously 
pressed down the length of the trap. The trap is placed 
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jengthwise on the burrow, with the trap pan, or flat piece, 
at the centre of the trap pressed firmly on the ground. The 
trowel, Fig. 2, has notches along the edges of the blade, 
around which one of the wires is placed, and the trowel

isinserted into the burrow between the openings at one 
end of the frame. ‘The trowel is withdrawn and the other 
wire similarly treated, leaving the wires in the burrow. 
The arms are folded down as in Fig. 1, the trap set by a 
wire catching in a notch connected with trap pan, and the 
wires are attached to the arms of the trap. As the mole 
burrows under either end of the trap its head passes 
through one of the wires, and when its head comes in con- 
tact with the trap pan the pan is raised, springing the trap 
and drawing the wire tight under the animal, Fig. 3. The

by it, and that the trap is easily set and operated. An 
instance is cited of one man catching eight moles from one 
hole with one of the traps.

It is a small town of about 5,000 inhabitants, and there has 
been one Hardware store here for a number of years. I 
have a good location on the main street, near the center of 
the town. I want to do some advertising, and would be 
glad to have you make any suggestions. I had thought 
some of putting out a few circulars for street distribution 
as astarter. What do you think of the plan? 


Yours very truly, J—E—C— 


I like to receive a letter like that. It shows a spirit of 
progress, and opens up the whole subject of Hardware ad- 
vertising from A to Z. For that reason I shall try to an- 
swer it here. The Hardware business is much the same 
the world over, and what is applicable to one case is, 
with very slight modifications, just as applicable in 
another. 

Mr. C— is wavering before the temptation that assails 
nine out of ten men just launching a new enterprise—to 
flood the town with dodgers and circulars. I can only say 


The one great point that Mr. C— will have to combat if 
his enterprise is to succeed, is the long established reputa- 
tion of his competitor—that indefinable something that jis 
spoken of as the ‘‘ good-will” of aconcern. This can only 
be done by a vigorous and systematic policy of constant 
talking into the ear of the public, backed up by a careful 
attention to every little detail that will please the chance 
visitor to his store; by persuading the public that an ex- 
tremely energetic, wide awake and honest man has entered 
into the Hardware field. 

Instead of the circular suggested by Mr. C—I should use a 
small booklet. It has the appearance of greater earnestness 
and force. Itisnot so much like a shot fired, hit or miss, in 
the air. Almost any printing house can get up a neat, tasty 
design, and the cost need not be more than $15 or $20a thou- 
sand at the outside. Let it be well written. short and to the 
point—let it tell all about the new store—speak of the new 
stocks, fair prices, &c. Play upon the points of store ar- 
rangement, polite clerks, willingness to show goods without 
urging to buy, everyone welcome to come in and look 
around, and end up with a politely worded request for a 
trial from every household. Donot attempt to be elaborate 
or ‘‘funny.” I should not attempt anything remarkable, 
even on the cover;-call the book, say, ‘‘ The New Hard- 
ware Store.” The best blow in boxing is straight from the 
shoulder. The most effective method in business is to talk 
business. 

I should send one of these bookle's to the head of each 
household in a sealed envelope. This will adda little to 
the postage bill, perhaps, but the increased effectiveness 
will more than equal the extra cost. 

The main object of the booklet is to arouse interest and 
curiosity. It willnotdo to stop there. A few days before 
the store is opened, and after the booklets have been sent 
out, I should begin to use the columns of the local papers. 
In a place of the size of the town in question I should use 
all the papers, as it is from practically the ent:re popula- 
tion that Mr. C— must draw his trade. If the town were 
large, and there were more than one or two papers, | 
should use the one or ones that circulate most exclusively 
among the class of people whose patronage I was striving 
to get.

‘‘Don’t.””. In ninety-nine cases out of every hundred it will 
not pay. The best evidence that it will not is that very 
few of the successful retail advertisers in any line use this 
method. I have talked with numbers of them and 
find them almost unanimous in condemning the cir- 
cular. Few people ever read one, and those who do are 
not impressed. It has but a momentary influence and that 
is not the kind that brings trade. Think of it yourself— 


half the time you never even look at the dodger that is 
thrust in your hand as you walk along the street, much less 
think of being influenced by it to buy in the store it is sup- 
posed to advertise. 





Do not in these ads. try*to give all that you have in stock. 
As in the booklet, I should let the new goods and the low 
prices be the talking points. 

On the day of opening I should come out with an offer- 
ing of a special article at a special price, and should keep 
up that idea week in and week out. There must be some- 
thing to draw people out of the rut.

[ believe that this is the best and quickest method of es- 
tablishing a paying business. The bargain idea is just as 
practical and justas effective in the Hardware line as in 
any other. Bargains are primarily to attract the attention. 
They are not profitable in themselves, save as they affect 
the future trade. In the face of the conditions that con- 
front Mr. C— they will prove doubly effective. 

In the case of a store already established the same gen- 
eral plan can be made use of to increase the business by 
changing the character of the booklet. The bargain idea 
is good under any conditions and is bound to increase the 
trade in the long run. I know that the margin of profit in 
Hardware is comparatively small, and that for that reason 
Hardwaremen shun the thought of bargains. It has been 
proven time and time again in every line of trade that the 
‘‘bargain”’ offered is seldom the article which has the 
heaviest sale. The small reduction in price on one line 
will be more than made up by the increased sales in the 
others. ARTHUR B. CHIVERS. 

Trade in a certain line of goods, writes an English dealer, 
which properly belonged to my business, was being rapidly 
monopolized by the department shops until the profit on 
these goods hardly paid the interest on the capital invested. 
I was tempted to give up this line, as many other retailers 
have been forced to do with goods they were accustomed 
to sell. Instead of yielding, I bought more, chance favoring 
me with a particularly desirable lot. I went through the 
whole line, and marked every article close to its cost; I 
engaged advertising space in two trade papers and con- 
tracted £20 worth of bill-posting in my locality. No mat- 
ter for what purpose a person came in my shop, I introduced 
these goods and required my assistants to literally carry out 
the text, ‘‘ No trouble to show goods.” I soon noticed a 
decided increase in the sale of this once-despised stogk. It 
is now the livliest stock in my shop. It brought new trade, 
who not only bought goods on which there was a more 
satisfactory profit, but recommended to me many customers.

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Death of John E. Bassett. 


The sad news. comes of the death of John E. Bassett, of 
the firm of John E. Bassett & Co., dealers in manufactur- 
ers’ supplies and general Hardware at New Haven, Conn. 
He had been ill for some six weeks with malarial fever 
and a complication of diseases, the prominent feature of 
which was erysipelas, and in his weak condition he was 
unable to rally. Mr. Bassett was born in Hamden, Conn., 
March 31, 1830. At the age of nine he removed with his 
father’s family to New Haven, which has since been his 
home. Before this he had attended school in Hamden. 
He continued his studies in the public schools of New 
Haven, and finished them, when between fifteen and six- 
teen years old, at the Lancasterian school, then under the 
management of John E. Lovell. Not long afterward he 
entered the Hardware store of E. B. M. Hughes as a clerk, 
thus beginning his career with that establishment, which 
has been unbroken to the present time, marking him as 
having been longer in one place on Chapel Street than any 
other man now in business there. That was in 1846, and 
Mr. Bassett looked back over the sunshine and shadows of 
nearly forty years’ association with this spot, formerly 
known as No. 236 Chapel Street, but now as No. 754, dur- 
ing more than thirty years of which period he has been a 
proprietor in the enterprise. 

The business was first begun in 1784 by Titus Street, who 
continued it alone till 1792, when Samuel Hughes went in 
with him and the business was conducted under the firm 
name of Street & Hughes until 1802. Then it was Street, 
Hughes & Co., Street, Sherman & Co., Hughes, Sherman 
& Co., and Hughes & Sherman. Mr. Street retired from 
active business in 1821. Samuel Hughes continued the 
business after that with his son, E. B. M. Hughes. From 
the death of his father in 1838 E. B. M. Hughes conducted 
the business alone until 1855, when John E. Bassett was 
admitted to the firm. Mr. Hughes remained as senior 
partner until his death in 1864. In 1865 H. N. Jarvis be- 
came associated with Mr. Bassett as partner, remaining as 
such during three years, when he removed to Denver. 

It will be noted that since the foundation of this business 
in 1784 it has never been sold out, a surviving partner al- 
ways carrying it forward. The small wooden building in 
which it had its origin is but a memory now, but its suc- 
cessor, a little above, by repeated additions and enlarge- 
ments, now extends from No. 754 Chapel Street to Nos. 
318 and 320 State Street, thus appropriately encircling its 
birthplace. He took great pleasure in speaking of the an- 
tiquity of his house and in showing to curious visitors the 
little old safe, which was the only one in use in the store 
until the death of E. B. M. Hughes, and the quaint old 
ledger and blotter in which Titus Street kept the record of 
his daily mercantile transactions. 

Exceptionally genial in address, he had many and warm 
personal frlends among the leading business men of New 
Haven and other cities. He was a Democrat, but not a 
politician; an attendant upon the services of the Episcopal 
church; and a citizen of public spirit and progressive ideas. 
Mr. Bassett had not interested himself largely in enter- 
prises outside of his own trade, but had been connected in 
one way or another with a few first-class concerns, notably 
with the New Haven and Centerville Horse Railroad Co. 
as one of the incorporators and as its treasurer and presi- 


dent.

The Tenth Annual Dinner of the Hardware Merchants’ 
& Manufacturers’ Association of Philadelphia, was given in 
Union League Club of that city, on the evening of January 
23d. The guests and members assembled at about 6:30 and 
spent an hour in social intercourse.

Mr. Supplee addressed the gathering as follows: 
SPEECH OF WILLIAM W. SUPPLEE. 
Gentlemen of the Hardware Merchants’ & Manufacturers’ 
Association and Invited Guests: It is both my duty and 
pleasure to extend to all present a sincere and hearty wel- 
come to this, the Tenth Annual Banquet of our Associa- 
tion, and to the invited guests I desire to extend an especial 
welcome. 

Two short years ago when I entered upon the duties of 
presiding officer of this Association, ex-president Fayette 
R. Plumb proclaimed aloud, ‘‘ The King is dead, long live 
the King.”” These same words are now both applicable 
and appropriate. Having been elected for two successive 
terms, which is the limit permitted by our constitution and 
by-laws, my official career has ended, and I will soon pre- 
sent to you our newly-elected president. 

Mr. Samuel Disston needs no formal introduction to those 
present. His name is well and favorably known over our 
entire city. He is alsoconnected with and represents a firm 
whose name has not only a national reputation, but I can 
safely say is known over a greater portion of the civilized 
world. Is it therefore any wonder that I repeat what I re- 
cently stated before the members of our Association, that 
my successor was not only my choice and preference, but 
what powers of persuasion I possessed were used to induce 
him to permit a nomination, which, when first suggested, 
he emphatically refused, and only at a later date further 
vigorous persuasion induced him to accept. 

The garments of authority worn by my predecessors and 
laid aside spotless and unsoiled, and which I have endeav- 
ored to conscientiously and creditably sustain, are now fit- 
tingly placed upon Mr. Disston’s shoulders, and I but voice 
the sentiments of all our members when I state that they 
are equally secure and safe in his hands. 

Our Association has been an object lesson to those not 
only in our line of trade, but other occupations—indeed has 
extended into the halls of finance. We, therefore, may be 
permitted to feel proud that we were not only the first 
Hardware merchants and manufacturers to couple social 
enjoyments with business problems, and in taking the 
initiative not only brought harmony out of chaos in our 
midst, but set an example which now extends into almost 
every State in the Union. 

The President of the Philadelphia Bourse recently stated 
that the present era might well be called an era of organiz- 
ation. In this he is unquestionably correct. Mr. Clark 
stated: ‘‘Efforts through these organizations could be 
directed with the compact precision of the rifle bullet, in- 
stead of the scattered fire of the blunderbuss.” These words 
were spoken at the recent opening banquet of the Phila- 
delphia Bourse, a building which does credit to the presi- 
dent and officers who carried it to a successful completion, 
and which is now a credit to our city, and I believe the 
results will be of incalculable benefit to our commercial, 
industrial, financial and other interests. : 

Several of the members of our Association were among 
the first to extend financial aid to the enterprise. We were 
among the first to secure rooms, and the first to hold a 
meeting in the general assembly room. 

Within the walls of this building it is the desire and in- 
tention that all of the many organizations of our city shall 
center. Already one organization of two thousand mem- 
bers; another of from five to seven hundred members have 
responded with handsomely furnished rooms, while nearly 
all other organizations in our city have correspondingly 
shown their appreciation of the enterprise. 

Scattered individual efforts, like the scattered shots ot 
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the blunderbuss, may be concentrated through organization 
where commercial sentiments and business interests can be 
discussed, fostered and culminated, but the most splendid 
and gigantic possibilities of our natures, abilities and ener- 
gies must remain unrealized and our social qualities remain 
undeveloped if we live entirely within the four walls of our 
warerooms, or the environment of our own homes. 

We recognize the fact that rivalry in trade may be fierce, 
vigorous and unyielding, yet neither the efforts of the 
or the intensity of the salesman should extend beyond 
‘‘a high standard of business methods.” 

In these methods intelligence, wisdom and prudence 
should be the guiding star and characteristics of our efforts, 
and the weapons used should be so guarded and chained 
that they may not be of a demoralizing nature. not traduce 
the character of competitors, for ‘this is the most ignomin- 
ious of all evils. 

In the words of /agoa, 
trash. ‘Tis something, nothing. 
has been the slave to thousands. 


‘‘He who steals my purse steals 
"Twas mine, ’tis his, and 
But he who filches from 
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WILLIAM W. SUPPLEE, 


me my good name, robs me of that which does not enrich 
him, but makes me poor indeed.” 

‘‘Beware of jealousy, oh my lord! It is a green-eyed 
monster, which doth mock the meat it feeds on.” 

During the past two hours we have been seated in a 
bower of tropical and other living plants, with a back- 
ground of one hundred standing sentinels of evergreens, 
within the sound of the soft strains of music, with only the 
symbols and ensigns of trade, table decorations (which are 
distinctively our own), to remind us of the outside world. 

Having finished the first part of our program,.- ‘eat, 
drink and be merry,” we will now enter upon the intellec- 
tual feast of the evening, where reason sublime, wit su- 
preme and music enchanting will delight us, not thinking 
of to-morrow, which W. D. Howells describes as follows: 


‘‘ Old fraud, I know you in your gay disguise, 
That air of hope, that promise of surprise; 
Beneath your bravery as you come this way 
I see the sordid presence of to-day. 

And I shall see long ere you are gone 
All the dull yesterdays that I have known.” 


I now take pleasure in introducing our newly elected 
president, Mr. Samuel Disston. 

Mr. Disston here arose. 

Mr. President :—I take pleasure in presenting you with 
this beautiful gavel, given by your friends, who are mem- 
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bers of this Association. The gift, although a token of 
esteem and goodwill, is but small in comparison to the sin. 
cere feeling towards you in the hearts of those who present 
it, and who feel that this symbol of authority will be useq 
by you in a manner which will do both credit to yourself 
and our members, who will always cheerfully submit to 
your wise rulings. 

Chairman Supplee then introduced Samuel Disston, who 
was greeted with hearty applause. Mr. Disston responded 
to the effect that he felt honored by the choice the Associa- 
tion had made, and assured his hearers that he would serve 
them to the best of his ability. Mr. Disston was followed 
by C. Stanley Hurlbut with a tenor solo, which was so well 
rendered that he was encored. W.D.Supplee next responded: 

SPEECH OF W. D. SUPPLEE. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen :—When called upon in ad- 
vance by your committee to address the members of your 
Association, with their invited guests, and remonstrating 
that my name be even suggested, I was advised by your 
genial and hearty secretary, ‘‘Oh, speak; go ahead, Will; 
we have selected all new speakers, all novices—men who 
have never spoken in public before,” and thus through his 
eloquence I allowed him to use my name as a member of 
the supposed new Kindergarten Class. However, seeing 
as Ido on your menu the names of such men as Messrs. 
Disston, Patterson, Bishop and Fernley, I confess to my 
feelings as more resembling a youthful student, speaking 
in such company as college professors. 

While fully appreciative of the honor bestowed on me by 
your committee, in granting me this opportunity of address- 
ing you, I must acknowledge a certain reluctance in assum- 
ing what might be considered the duties of an after-dinner 
speaker, that duty being understood by me to be to either 
amuse or instruct. The former I dare not attempt; the 
latter, with before me the sages of the trade, of the bar, 
and of our municipal authorities, I cannot. 

While numerous are the advantages the younger 
have to-day over their seniors, whose early efforts 
directed toward the winning goal, without that kindly and 
possibly fatherly assistance that only experience can grant, 
there is one advantage especially worthy of note that it is 
our privilege to enjoy. It is: the Associattg@g whose guests 
we are to-night, an Association whose name has won for 
itself a place second to that of no local Hardware associa- 
tion in the country—nay, more, an Association I feel safe 
in saying is second to that of no local trade organization of 
any trade in the country. 

The Association has placed us young in life on the 
friendliest of terms with our competitors; it has even 
placed our competitors on that basis of friends and true 


men 


were 


ones. 

As we well know, only a short time prior to the forma- 
tion of the organization, many of our city jobbers were tn- 
acquainted with each other, while to-day one and all are on 
the best terms, and it is an every day occurrence to see 
and meet our competitors for a happy lunch hour. 

It is a regret to me that more do not take advantage of 
the opportunity granted them of attending the meetings, 
profiting by the words of wisdom, by the experience they 
could gain, which will possibly not show direct results at 
the moment, but will undoubtedly bear fruit later on. 

Mind, I would not have ‘‘ The Junior Member ” usurp the 
senior’s privilege; we want them both; we want and need 
the seniors for their wise and good instruction; we want 
the juniors for their own good and advancement into the 
paths of knowledge, as what better school is there than 
contact with fellow-man? 

The ‘‘Junior Member” may, undoubtedly, nay, I can 
safely say, will, undoubtedly, feel at first his importance; 
it were well, however, that he hide the same for reasons 
too good to need explanation. Chide him not if these feel- 
ings exist, lf the young man hasnot his own advancement 
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sufficiently at heart to feel proud of its appreciation being 
shown by his seniors, I would feel that his energy and push 
were lacking. 

While he may give to his partners his time, brains and 
devotion, he lacks for them the pride to the further 
advancement of the house itself if he lacks it in his own 
makeup. 

By the law of faith in human nature, we must at times 
feel our views are those that are right, our side of the 
question the correct one, and in presenting them, recall 
that the decisfon on the other hand emanates from those 
who have had that wonderful schooling—experience; those 
whose knowledge we seek have ever been alert to the best 
ends in view; they have been enterprising and progressing, 
and their success has mainly been won by the combination 
of courage, tact, brains aud industry. 

To those beneath us, let us endeavor at all times to show 
that respect, show that appreciation of the work of others 
that we always appreciated when we were one of the grand 
and noble army of the public at large. Kind words shown 
inreturn for good and honest work will never cost you a 
penny, and they are more likely to add to the profits of 
your house. Use them, therefore, in place of harsher 
ones. 

When decision is necessary, do it not under heated brow, 
but cool your senses that on the morrow there may not be 
regret at your action, but only for the cause that necessi- 
tated it. 

With the growing trade of a house, or even the mainten- 
ance of its past standard, there is, necessarily, work, and 
lots of it. We need whatI may term stick-to-ativeness; for 
this quality there is no substitute; learn what to do, learn 
how to do it, and then see that you do it. 

Neither the shirker, the laggard, nor the braggard, has a 
place in the position coming under the head of my text. 

I can recall even now the thoughts I had when in attend- 
ance at my first dinner given by the Association. I had 
listened to words of wisdom from the wise men themselves, 
I had feasted well of the usual bounteous board, and then, 
as has more than once since come the thought: these are 
sturdy warriors, they have fought, they have battled with 
competition, with panics, with troubles, and with difficul- 
ties which I, as one of the younger men, may hope never to 
experience. Most of them have started with only their 
small earnings as their capital; they have grown froma 
small and almost unknown house to a rank where recogni- 
tion is general and esteem is universal. 

To these men, such as Messrs. Allen, Ghristey, Peters, 
Griffiths, Biddle, Seltzer, and, I may add, the head of my 
own house, with Messrs. Disston, Plumb, Barnett and 
McCaffrey, we look with pride and even love. We are 
proud of the name that they bear. 

We love them for the battles they have won, for the good 
and great counsel they have given us, and the “Junior 
Member” hopes that when the hairs on his head may have 
become gray from the daily trials of this life, when his 
shoulders may have become bent from the burdens they 
have borne, and the wisdom that he has gained from exper- 
lence may have placed him in that position, when we can 
return honor for honor bestowed, that those now young, 
now unborn may look on him with the same esteem and 
respect that our eyes and heart see and beat to-day, for 
these are standard bearers, and I know that I express the 
wishes of one and all when I say, all honor to those who 
have so faithfully paved our way. 
| C. Stuart Patterson was next introduced, and answered 
in an able manner to the toast, ‘‘ The Relations of Business 
Men to Municipal Affairs.”’ 

Frank W. Huff was then called upon for a baritone solo, 
which delighted his hearers, and he was called upon to 
repeat. 

T, James Fernley, the secretary-treasurer of the Associa- 
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tion, then read a letter from Peter McCartee, the President 
of the New York Hardware Club, expressing his regret at 
his inability to be present. H. H. Bishop was next intro- 
duced, and he spoke on Modern Business Methods. 


H. H. BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Toastmaster and Gentlemen :—Lord Bacon has said 
in the preface of his Maxims of the Law: ‘‘I hold every 
man a debtor to his profession, from the which as men of 
course do seek to receive countenance and profit, so ought 
they of duty to endeavor, by way of amends, to be a help 
and ornament thereto.” It is in recognition of the duty, 
plainly defined in the opinion of this eminent philosopher, 
that I presume to stand before a body of men, many of 
whom are my superiors in age and wisdom, for the purpose 
of addressing them upon any subject. If I fail to be help- 
ful, I can at least have the satisfaction of knowing that I 
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have made a faithful effort, and that my willingness to do 
so may perhaps serve to inspire others more capable to 
take up and perform the duty in an acceptable manner. 

The superiority of ‘‘ Modern Business Methods ” to those 
in vogue a century ago, or indeed a half century since, is 
so generally recognized and so thoroughly appreciated that 
it seems alvaost unnecessary to rehearse the progress made. 
Within that time we have seen the development of rail- 
ways, the telegraph, the telephone, electricity in many 
other forms of value in all walks of life, the practical utiliz- 
ation of steam as a force, innumerable inventions of labor- 
saving devices that affect the farm, the factory, the store 
and the dwelling. Articles that were formerly considered 
luxuries have now become necessities. Each year that 
passes over our heads seems to vie with its predecessor in 
establishing a record for greater development, progress 
and improvement. 

It would not be difficult to spend much more time than 
would be appropriate on this occasion in picturing the 
great contrast between the present day and the past on a 
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multitude of items, but as those whom I am addressing are 
interested principally in the manufacture and sale of Hard- 
ware, I shall confine my remarks to matters which I hope 
may interest them. 

My knowledge of the manufacture of Hardware does 
not carry me back so far as fifty years ago, but in the com- 


paratively short time that I have been in the harness, I 
have seen the manufactures of this country gradually dis- 


place those of Europe in many lines. Butchers’ files, for 
example, are unknown to many of the younger men in the 
trade, and in their place we find the names of Black Dia- 
mond, McCaffrey and Kearney & Foot. Spear & Jackson 
Saws were once an essential part of a Hardware stock, but 
since Disston came into the field, we no longer have use for 
them. 

As far as I know, the Europeans never developed enough 
ingenuity to produce a lawn mower, and the ‘‘ Pennsyl- 
vania ’”’ and ‘‘ Philadelphia” are known as wellin foreign 
countries as our own. Who but an American could ever 
have devised a meat cutter like the ‘‘Enterprise” or 
‘‘Perfection?”” What merchants want to carry, or what

carpenter wants to use a foreign made hammer or hatchet 
when he can get one branded ‘‘Hammond,” ‘‘ German- 
town,’ or ‘‘ Plumb?” 

The city of Philadelphia is sometimes spoken of as slow. 
Is not such an accusation most tellingly refuted when these 
examples of progress in manufacture are pointed out? 
They are all examples that you do well to be proud of. 

I have heard a story somewhere of a man, who, having 
occasion to transact business with one of the large estab- 
lishments in his city, visited it, and was shown to the office 
of the proprietor, which in this instance was on the top- 
most floor of a six-story building. In the course of his visit 
he rendered himself obnoxious. A button was touched, 
and a stalwart man presented himself in response. He 
was instructed to put the gentleman out of the building, 
and immediately undertook the task, escorting him to the 
head of the stairway on the sixth floor of the building. By 
the assistance of his boot the obnoxious individual reached 
the fifth floor without using any of the steps in the proper 
manner. On the fifth floor he found another Hercules in 
waiting for him, who saw that he reached the fourth floor 
with proper expedition, and the same attentions were paid 
him on each of the third and second floors, and on the first 
he was finally thrown bodily through the door and landed 
on the sidewalk. 

After satisfying himself by proper examination that no 
bones were broken, his face was lighted up with a smile of 
appreciation, and he exclaimed, ‘‘Great Heaven! what a 


perfect system,” and pursted his way without further com. 
ment. 

System is one of the characteristics of ‘‘ Modern Busj- 
ness Methods,” and is rendered necessary by the vast 
increase in detail and volume found in all branches, A 
little time taken for the perfecting of a proper system 
means the saving of much time in all transactions. No 
one can appreciate the truth of this better than a Hard. 
wareman. 

While it must be granted that ‘‘Moderi1 Business 
Methods” are vastly superior to ‘‘ Ancient,” it will not do 
for us to believe that they are perfect, and it may perhaps 
be more helpful if some of the defects are pointed out, so 
that the inventive faculty that is abroad in the land may 
turn its attention to remedying these defects. 

In the period fifty years ago and prior to it, the legitimate 
channels through which manufactured articles were to reach 
the consumer were clearly defined. They had their origin 
in the shop of the manufacturer; from there they went to 
the jobber or distributor, from him to the retail dealer, and 
through him finally to the user. The province of each one 
was clearly defined, and each obtained his fair share of the 
profit accruing. Modern Business Methods are not an im- 
provement over the old ones in this respect; indeed, I must 
say that they are degenerate. We have to-day manufac- 
turers who seem to hold the opinion that they must be 
manufacturer, distributor and retailer all in one. They 
hold the doctrine that ‘* All’s fish they get that cometh to 
net.” The line of demarcation between the various classes 
is becoming fainter and fainter, and competition between 
all classes holds high carnival. 

Competition is said to be the life of trade, and it is just 
as aptly said to be the death of the trader. The keen com- 
petition which is one of the characteristics of modern busi- 
ness methods is a weapon from which the edge must be 
taken before it has had time to do all the damage of which 
it is capable. 

It must be conceded that the greatest fault to be discov- 
ered in modern business methods is excessive competition. 
It exists between manufacturers, between manufacturers 
and jobbers, between jobbers, between jobbers and retail- 
ers, and between retail dealers. Like steam or electricity, 
it.is a force for good or for evil, dependent upon whether it 
it is controlled or uncontrolled. Controlled, it brings peace, 
development and prosperity; uncontrolled, it brings war, 
bitter feeling and destruction, and knows norule, save that 
which governs a race of barbarians ‘‘ might makes right.” 
It leads men to resort to false representations, to make 
promises with no intention of fulfilling them, to the blunt- 
ing of conscience, to perjury, to arson and to minor mis- 
demeanors innumerable. 

To bring the mighty force under proper control, seems 
like an herculean task, and one which it is beyond the 
power of mantodo. It certainly cannot be accomplished 
in a day or a week or a month ora year, but I do not look 
upon it as an impossibility. Itis hard to teach an old dog 
new tricks, but it is possible to educate the young, and even 
if we make an effort now which brings no immediately 
satisfactory results, it will surely benefit the generation to 
come. It willbe well, therefore, for those of you who agree 
with my views, to make efforts to educate those in theif 
employ, to use only honorable anc upright means for secur- 
ing their standing in the business world. 

Impress your salesmen that they are representing you, 
and that you want their business methods to be such as are 
worthy of you. Much of the trouble that we now experi- 
ence arises from unworthy and incompetent men holding 
these positions, which are under the present regime of much 
greater responsibility than was the case fifty years ago. 

This branch of your business must be in the hands of 
men who are of ripe judgment, high morals and excellent 
business qualifications, The presence of men who lack 
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these qualities in the ranks of our salesmen, is one of the 
roblems that we have to contend with. 

That this subject has already received consideration at 
the hands of thoughtful men, is evidenced by your presence 
here to-night. ‘* The Hardware Merchants & Manufactnr- 
ers Association of Philadelphia’’ must be one of the 
factors in bringing this mighty force under control so far as 
lies in its power, and that some progress has been made is 
shown by the fact that you have met together as men and 
friends, and not as enemies with daggers drawn. 

That the subject is receiving consideration in a more 
general way is proved by the existence of bodies such as 
the National Jewelers’ Association, the National Druggists’ 
Association, and last but not least the National Hardware 
Association. I have the honor to be a member of the last- 
named, and although I only play one of the second fiddles, 
[can truthfully say that I keep it in harmony with the first 
violin, who happens to be one of yourown members Mr. W. 
W. Supplee. Our secretary, Mr. T. J. Fernley, is an entire 
band in himself, and rarely, if ever, strikes any false 
tones. 

We sincerely hope, gentlemen, that this Association may 
be a factor in the improving of ‘‘ Modern Business Methods.” 
That is the purpose of its organization, and while its labors 
are performed in a quiet and unobtrusive manner, they are 
directed in such a reasonable manner that the natural effect 
must be to bring about that feeling of friendship and con- 
fidence that is absolutely necessary to a proper understand- 


ing between manufacturers and jobbers, between jobbers_ 


themselves and between jobbers and retailers. 

“A little leaven leaveneth the whole lump.”” Theleaven 
which we must all use is ‘‘A High Standard of Business 
Methods.” 

Frank H. Taylor then responded to the toast, the Office 
Boy. 

‘“THAT OFFICE BOY,”” BY FRANK H. TAYLOR. 

[have observed that there are a great many kinds of 
“Office Boys,” and, in order to understand them, some 
classification is required. Possibly we may group them as 
was once done by a professor in a theological seminary, 
who said his men consisted of three classes—one of whom 
had talents without piety, the second piety without talents, 
and the third had neither. 

And so of these lads. We have the clever little 
rascal, the lovely boy who surely is stupid, and the one 
who seems to fail utterly after a very short trial: yet | 
believe in the boys and amsure they can improve. In fact, 
no boy who is anxious to work is very wicked unless we 
men make him so. His thoughtlessness and irregular ways 
impress themselves upon us sometimes in a most trying 
and discouraging manner, but, like all of us, he only needs 


to be thoroughly busy to be happy, and if fairly treated, © 


skilfully handled, and not crowded too hard, he will display 
spirit and enthusiasm that will be an inspiration for his 
masters. 

If your boy belongs to the class without piety, let us 
have patience. The hope of repentence in man is not lost 
until quite late in his career. 

An enthusiastic colored man said at a late quarterly 
meeting: ‘*Oh, bredren, since I was las’ here I done broke 
all de Ten Commandments, but I t’ank de Lord I ain’t 
lost my religion yet!” And so of our office boy—with all 
his peculiarities and all his youthful pleasantries, he is a 
long way from being altogether bad. 

And now while I talk about the boy, let it be understood 
that I consented to speak to this toast for the purpose of 
bringing to mind all that hard-working and faithful group 
of people with whom we live. All these are doing their 
part to advance the Hardware interests, and it is fitting 
that they Who are absent from our: banquet should be in 
our minds as we celebrate the commencement of the year 
and fit ourselves for the struggle of 1896. For the sake of

convenience, we will consider the Office Boy asa type of 
all the rest. 

The Philadelphia Office Boy is primarily good natured. 
He demonstrated that during the Trolley strike which has. 


just closed, by carrying in his hat the cheerful sign, ‘‘] 


will walk;”" and, by doing so, he has called up the better 
part of our natures. This notice indicated a state of public 
feeling that was admirable, and I quite believe that the 
Boy stood for the good nature of the American people, who 
are glad to help any set of men defend themselves against 
infringement of private rights. One of these rights is that 
American workmen shall be free to organize and to support 
their unions, while it is equally admitted that these unions 
must not intrude themselves between employers and their 
individual empioyes. Sharp practice on either side of. this 
line always makes trouble. 1do not wish to excuse the 
lawlessness of idle ruffians, nor do I praise the barbaric 
instincts that came to the surface during this strike, but our 
Boy did weil to ‘‘walk”’ so long as our Traction Co. com- 
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pelled its new men to agree in advance not to join the 
labor organization. 

I place the responsibility for the rioting, by persons who 
had no interest in the struggle, upon the false position of 
our political officers. It is our fault that this Republic 
does not demand public men of a higher standard than we 
now accept. If we trust our safety to men whose chief 
claim upon us isin their power to marshal this very crowd of 
ruffians to carry their wards on election day, we cannot 
expect they will ever control them successfully. -So long 
as public officials find it necessary to hob-nob with the law- 
less, so long shall we be subject to riots. Let us not throw 
the blame on the office boy who ‘: walks.” 

Happily in our business affairs the case is different. 
There should be but little fear of anything going wrong on 
the part of men working with employers of high purpose, 
who value honor and truth. The Office Boy puts his affairs 
in our hands with confidence, and looks for fairness and 
prompt advancement when he has earned it—and nowhere 
are honors won with greater labor than in Hardware. We 
do not forget that the boy will soon grow up and that we 
are training the merchant of the future and the future citi- 
zen. I say this with confidence, because if it be not true 
then history will not continue to repeat itself as has been 
its hebit. AsIlook in your faces, I remember that the 
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chief delight of many of the best of you is to recall your 


own business start, when as an Office Boy in the good old 
times you began your career by lighting fires and sweeping 
out the store at an hour in the morning that now appears 
appalling! 

To-day you represent the wealth and power of the manu- 
facturers and merchants in one great field of industry. 
Who knows but that our office boy shall yet hold in his 
hands the riches which will either be a curse to him, or 
will be held by him as a trust for the good of the public? 

Patrons of the arts must ever be those who hold money 
in individual hands. It was recently stated at a University 
lecture by a distinguished student of history that Florence, 
the most brilliant city of the Italian Renaissance, and in her 
prime was the great centre of art—and art of the very 
highest type—was a city of shop-keepers, not a city of 
warriors famous for conquest. In Florence public opinion 
demanded that a rich merchant should not spend on him- 
self more than one-fourth of his income, and that the 
balance should go to the city and be devoted to the pur- 
chase of works of art. These still remain in the public 
edifices of that city, open to all—an encouragement and

relief from the struggle for existence that all can enjoy. 

If the conditions of to-day do not cause these sacrifices to 
appeal to us individually, yet we can at least put high ideals 
before the lads around us. We shall do more in this way 
than by experimenting with them in profit sharing or offer- 
ing rewards for extra efforts or exhausting and demoralizing 
bursts of speed. Mr. Carnegie is reported as saying that 
wages ahd their amounts are in the long run governed by 
“inexorable economic conditions,” and I entirely agree 
that co-operation, profit-sharing and many other of the 
modern socialistic schemes are based on a too narrow 
appreciation of human nature. But thissort of speculating 
will lead us far afield, and I must conclude by giving our 
Office Bey a good old-fashioned blowing up. 

I am going to enter a complaint against the retail Hard- 
ware counter of this country over which our products are 
sold to the American people. AsIsaid, Iam going to blow 
the Boy up, for of course it is his fault. These counters 
are entrusted to children instead of trained clerks. I say 
this because I have so often heard the testimony of shop- 
pers and casual buyers to the effect that Hardware stores 
are the worst places in the world to buy anything. 
the universal complaint that one cannot get intelligent 
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attention. If Il am wrongly informed I shall beg the Boy's 
pardon! Butif Iam correct it will pay to improve the 
conditions. Hardware is machinery; the business jg 
technical, and goods must be appropriately selected for 
their intended service. Training is necessary for their 
proper sale. The first mistake that a poor clerk makes js 
to sell a cheap rather than a good thing, and the results are 
easily seen in the disgust of the buyer, and more seriously 
in the quiet undermining of the merchant’s reputation, who 
finds that his elaborate exhibits and advertising no longer 
avail. His business falls away and he is lost, and puts the 
blame upon Congress. I find that the American people 
want the right and sufficient thing for every service, and 
the American people are obliged to buy all of their Hard- 
ware from the very Office Boy acting as retail clerk of 
whom I am speaking. I have undertaken to state this fact 
without recommending any cure, and I shall close the sub- 
ject by asking whether we have taken advantage of the 
skill, the quick wits and the tact of women in disposing of 
Hardware over our counters? I just remind you that the 
Office Boy has a sister who has no natural knowledge of 
Hardware, but one who can be taught. 

Finally, I shall be more than rewarded if I have made 
any of us think more carefully and unselfishly of our assist- 
ants who have become, or are properly becoming, essential 
elements in our success. 

I call on you to take a deeper interest in the Office Boy. 
Watch him and make him your friend; take an interest in 
his amusements and his life. There are at least some of 
us who no longer retain the strength and vigor for playing 
the old games that one time afforded us so much amuse- 
ment. The spring has gone out of us, and we have come 
to form part of the audience in all the contests. Itis asign 
of our genuine manhood that we are occasionally found in 
the bleachers of the foot-ball and base-ball fields, and 
have observed with interest that there no better ‘‘ rooters”’ 
for a home teamthan the Hardwaremen. Thisis excellent, 
but, on my wcrd as an old sportsman, there are greater 
joys than watching the play of professions of doubtful 
honesty win for our city, or break worlds’ records on our 
wheels. You will find a better joy and more real satisfac- 
tion by devoting a holiday to watching this Office Boy of 
yours playing shinney on a cheap pair of skates on which 
you made no profit, or winning a bicycle race on the Fourth 
of July, or breaking a bat at a ball game. Follow the 
youngster to the fields, and we shall be sure of a real holi- 
day; and the fact of our presence will insure a renewed 
devotion and more self-forgetful service. 

The company then joined in singing, ‘‘And the Band 
Played On.” 

T. James Fernley’s toast was Ambition. 


SPEECH OF T. JAMES FERNLEY. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen :—I arise to respond to the 
toast, not because I have sought a position on this program, 
but because the Banquet Committee of the Hardware Mer- 
chants & Manufacturers Association deemed that it was 
iny duty, at least, to say a few words. 

I cannot understand why it is that such a quotation was 
annexed to my toast. You will find by referring to the 
menu these words: : 

‘‘ They tell me thou art rash and vain, 
A searcher after fame. 

That thou art striving but to gain 
A long enduring name.” 

Undoubtedly the imbecile or imbeciles who selected this 
quotation thought that there was something humorous and 
sarcastic in it. ge 

But I assure you, gentlemen, that I fail to find either. 


“The quotation starts off with an assertion which is ex- 


¢eedingly ‘indefinite. ‘‘ hey tell me thou art rash and 
vain.” Who-is it that has told this Banquet Committee 
that | am either rash or vain? I have never been accused 
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of being rash, and no one but my friend from Boston has 
ever intimated that I was vain. 

The quotation says I am a searcher after fame. This, 
gentlemen, I am prepared to deny, and a majority of the 
gentlemen around this board will bear me witness that the 
fame which I have achieved has been thrust upon me. So, 
gentlemen, I would have the members of this Association 
distinctly understand that whatever honor they may have 
conferred upon me in the past has been forgotten, and it is 
beyond their power to honor me in the future. 

Those of our guests present are perhaps not aware of 
the fact that I positively declined to accept the presidency 
of this Association because of the fact that objections might 
be raised by other organizations, superior to this one, with 
which I am officially connected. 

Who are these people that bring this accusation? What 
is their standing inthe community that they dare give to 
me such untruthful attributes? But by referring to the last 
part of the quotation wherein it says: ‘‘ Thou art striving 
but to gain a long enduring name,” I see an attempt to do 
me the justice that my position in this society commands. 

Striving to gain a long enduring name; why certainly, 
gentlemen, that is what I have been striving for ever since 
| came to this country, at which time I had not one cent in 
my pocket. 

| have read somewhere that ‘‘a good name is better to be 
desired than great riches,” and while this board is sur- 
rounded by many men who are possessed of millions, it is 
somewhat doubtful whether all members of this Association 
could produce a reputation which, in the esteem of the 
pure and good, would be as valuable as their cherished 
wealth. 

We all honor the gentleman who has recently been 
elected president of this Association; he is a man of whom 
Philadelphians are justly proud. A concern manufacturing 
more saws and better saws than any concern in the world, 
owes its success largely to the energy, sagacity and ability 
of Samuel Disston. We of Philadelphia are proud of him; 
he is one of us, and at no time has he ever been ashamed 
to meet as an equal any citizen of Philadelphia, even though 
he be the most humble employe in his establishment. 

Is it any wonder, gentlemen, that when this Association 
found that a by-law prevented the re-election of Mr. Wil- 
liam W. Supplee for more than two successive terms, and 
after they ascertained that I would not accept the position 
under any consideration, is it any wonder, gentlemen, | 
say, that this organization demanded the services of Mr. 
Disston? Under his administration the continued success 
of this Association is assured. 

I have nothing to say of the gentleman you have elected 
vice-president. He has been a competitor of mine for 
years, and I have constantly been compelled to keep one 
eye on my next door neighbor to see that he did not seduce 
my customers. This being the fact could I be expected to 
eulogize Mr. Ritter? 

During the past two years this Association has had most 
excellent officers. One of the guests of the evening asked 
me, in the reception room, who were to ‘‘replace” the 
officers whose terms expired. I answered and said that 
such mea as myself and William W. Supplee could never 
be replaced; that a creditable successor to Mr. Supplee we 
had, and he has been elected. 

Under the by-laws it was necessary to elect a successor, 
but it is no disrespect to the present president of this or- 
ganization to state that Mr. Supplee is an organizer and 
leader among men. He is aman, gentlemen, among men. 

He found this organization with a membership of 55, and 
vacates the presidency with a membership of 1o1. He took 
the position with a treasury of $772.51, and hands it over to 
his successor with a surplus of $1,542.93. He took up the 
gavel from the hands of a man that knew nothing of par- 
liamentary law (although he thought he did), and hands it 
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over to his successor after having instructed every one of 
the members of this organization in proper parliamentary 
tactics. During his tenure of office he had associated with 
him a vice-president, of whom I already have spoken, he 
who is now our president, and a secretary-treasurer, of 
whom modesty forbids me to speak. 

With this explanation of the sarcastic quotation which 
is annexed to my name, I desire to proceed directly to the 
subject of the toast. 

‘‘Ambition ”’ is a dream—a vapor,—it is so light and airy 
that we cannot grasp it,—it is merely a shadow, but so’en- 
twined with the destinies of the world, that we are amazed 
at itsintensity, at the slavery that enchains its followers. 

Before the creation of the world, when only heaven ex- 
isted, we read that Satan’s ambition to usurp the throne 
was the cause of his down-fall and confinement in Hades, 
and the indomitable, unconquered, ambitious—though fallen 
spirit of the Ruler—is still revealed in the wickedness of 
mankind. 
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Coming along in history we find Cain murdering his 
brother Abel because his ambitious spirit was not gratified 
in the acceptance of his offering, Abel’s being preferred. 

And so along the whole line of Biblical and profane his- 
tory we find many examples. 

Alexander the Great invading Asia, trying to conquer it 
so that he could be ruler of the then known world; again, 
we have Caesar, whose ambition seemed torun in the same 
line as that of Alexander the Great, and we remember that 
Brutus his friend who slew him said, ‘‘ but, as he was ambi- 
tious I slew him: there is tears for his love; joy for his for- 
tune; honour for his valour; and death, for his ambition.” 
Such was the end of one of the most ambitious spirits this 
world ever produced. 

Napoleon, with his indomitable, ambitious spirit; see 
how he sacrificed life, money, everything to be known asa 
great ruler. What, but ambition, would have led him to 
cross the Alps in mid-winter to accomplish the object? 

We find Noah’s descendants building. a tower to reach 
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Heaven's gates, and feel surprised at their audacity. We 
do not realize that our own ambitions will. appear just as 
absurd, and if they were chronicled in history they will be 
ridiculed in the ages to come. ' 

In Enrope we find the great Suez Canal, built as an out- 
come of commercial ambition. 

The Panama Canal stands forth as a monument, although 
unfinished, to the greatness of De Lesseps’ ambition, and 
undoubtedly will yet be one of the wonders of the twen- 
tieth century. 

Our own country would not have been discovered when 
it was, had it not been for Christopher Columbus, whose 
ambition to find a short route to India, and Isabella was so 
ambitious to have this project succeed under her reign that 
she was led to hypothecate her jewels in order to further 
the project. If it had not been for this ambition, where 
would our fair country be to-day? 

The success of the president of this Association as a 
manufacttrer of saws is due largely to his ambition to em- 
ulate the example of the founder of his business, and for 
fear the urantle of Henry Disston would not fall upon him, 
he uses, as you know, the same desk as was used by his 
predecessor. the only difference being he-has allowed his 
leg to be pulled, while his predecessor always objected to 
any one attempting the same thing with him. 

The great public works of this country and of Europe 
are monuments to our ambitious men. The Pyramids, 
work of ages, are enduring, but of no use but to gratify the 
overwhelming ambition of some past Pharoah. 

Take the great discoveries of the day and tell me are not 
nearly all of these the results of profound study and experi- 
ment on the part of ambitious men? It has not been the 
desire to create wealth that has spurred on our medical 
scientists to discover the bacilli of cholera, diphtheria and 
tuberculosis, but it is their ambition to excel and outdo 
their fellow scientists. The commercial world is full of 
men who haye succeeded by reason of their ambition, and 
indeed, gentlemen, there at least two qualities that are 
sine gui non of success in commercial life, the first ambition 
and the second gall. I am speaking to you now of the for- 
mer; of the latter I know very little. 

What has made it possible for the former president of 
our Association to be the head of one of the largest jobbing 
houses in the United States? Why is it that he is the 
president of a jobbing house with over two hundred em- 
ployes? I ascribe it, gentlemen’, to ambition. Why is it, 
gentlemen, that I should be such a wonderful success? It 
is due entirely to my ambitious desires, not to gall. Why 

is it that we as acity cannot produce men endowed with 
sufficient ambition to build a canal from this port to the 
Capes, so that a vessel might be at sea three hours after 
leaving our docks. 

After fixing our mind’s eye on some point of vantage, 
we immediately bend all our energies to attainit. ’Tis not 
possible to grasp it with the hand, but we must strive to 
attain it. We must work with the object of ambition con- 
stantly in view. 

The heights by great men reached and kept, 
Were not attained by sudden flight; 
But they, while their companions slept, 
Were toiling upward in the night.

The second annual convention of the Western Retail Im- 
plement & Hardware Dealers’ Association was recently con- 
cluded at Kansas City, Mo.

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Review of the Markets. 


The condition of the Hardware market would indicate 
that dealers were beginning to anticipate the spring trade. 
Mail orders are more numerous and liberal. 
of orders received from traveling salesmen shows that 
stocks in the hands of dealers are small. Some price cut- 
ting has been reported, but, on the whole, prices have been 
held steadily. 

Wire Nails: There are no changes in prices to report. 
Quotations are on the basis of carload lots, $2.25 per keg, 
pase, f. o. b., Pittsburg; less than carload lots, $2.35, base, 
f.o. b., Pittsburg. Carload lots on dock at New York, 
$2.43; small lots out of store, $2.53. The recent meeting 
of the Wire and Cut Nail manufacturers held in Pittsburg 
was merely a meeting to transact routine business and not 
in the interests of a combine between these two branches 
of the industry, as has been alleged. There has been an 
understanding between manufacturers of Wire and Cut 
Nails for some months past, limiting the production. The 
tone of the market shows improvement. 

Cut Nails: Prices remain the same. We quote.as fol. 
lows: $2 per keg, base, f. o. b., Pittsburg. Carload lots 
on dock, New York, $2.18; small lots on dock, $2.20, and 
small lots out of store, $2.30. 

The new price list issued by the National Lead Co. for 
Lead in Oil is as follows: In lots of less than 500 pounds, 
53, cents net; in lotsof 500 pounds and over, 5% cents; Red 
Lead and Litharge in barrels and half barrels, 4% cent per 
pound less than price in kegs; White Lead in 12%-pound 
pails (packed in 100-pound cases), I cent over price in kegs. 

Putty: Quotations are as follows: $1.40@$2.25, as to 
style of packing and quantity. 

Linseed Oil: Prices remain unchanged, and are as fol- 
lows: Raw, 42 cents per gallon; boiled, 45 cents per gal- 
lon, and Calcutta raw, 50 cents per gallon. 

Clapp & Co., bankers and brokers, New York, in their 
weekly letter, say: ‘‘ Our Golden Executive and Silvery 
Senators will not forget the debt they owe to Uncle Sam. 
The prosperity of every hamlet appears to rest on their yea 
Hope trembles in eager anticipation of witnessing 
unselfish courage. The Republic delights to honor a con- 
fession of error that corrects the mistake. Labor and capi- 
talstand hand in hand awaiting the word that will start 
hesitating industry into unparallelled activity. Our na- 
tional debt was reduced over 1880 million dollars during 
twenty-four years ending March 1, 1893. For three years 
ending March 1, 1896, it may show an increase of over 262% 
million dollars; adding interest to maturity the debt will be 
increased to about 500 million dollars. We believe a popu- 


lar loan should be so arranged that the people could sub- 
scribe for small or large bonds at all National banks or 
sub-treasuries or post-offices at a fixed price, rather 
than be hampered by complications to aid syndicates. 
There is no doubt but one or two hundred millions have 
been subscribed tor, but the Government will scarcely 
secure as much net money as if the loan sold under the 
French or equity system of popular loans. The pending 
Tariff bill appears to only need the support of a few United 
State Senators who represent people that have taken im- 
mense sums from thetreasury. The President’s tariff agi- 
tation evidently has cost the Government and people untold 
millions, by creating a deficiency in revenue which can 
likely be made good from this time on by his signing the 
proposed tariff for revenue bill.’

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that we are not obliged to face a loss of from 1o to 25 per 
cent. asin previous years. As far as we are concerned, we 
can say that 1895 has been a banner year for us. We have 
sold more goods this last year than any other year, 1892 not 
excepted. 

Trade this month so far has been quite satisfactory, in 
fact, better than any previous January. Collections are 
fair, but not as good as we would like to see them, but still 
up to the average. Looking forward to spring, we antici- 
pate a brisk trade, provided our Fathers in Washington will 
let usdo so. By the way, it would be a good idea if Con- 
gress would pass the appropriation bill, repeal the tariff 
laws at present, adopt a protective tariff and then go home.

THE DAVENPORT TRAUVE. 

A very interesting, but nevertheless unaccountable fea- 
ture of the Hardware trade has recently developed, ina 
perfect rush of orders for barb wire. 

The uninteresting and easily accounted for dullness con- 
tinues in the wire nail market. 

Sales are being made in binder twine for future ship- 
ments, but contracts are frequently offered, with so many 
strings attached, that they are either returned to the buy- 
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ers, with thanks, or are entered very reluctantly. Why 
should so staple an article be sold in such a fast and loose 
manner? The seller never really knows whether a sale has 
been fully consummated; even if it has been surely made, 
he is never quite certain what price he will ultimately re- 
ceive for his goods. Would it not be better for all con- 
cerned, if seasonable goods were withheld from market 
until nearer the time for using them? This would especial- 
ly apply to screen wire, poultry netting, haying tools, farm 
implements, such as forks, rakes, scythes, snaths, etc., etc. 

Manufacturers of screen wire are evidently trying to see 
how cheaply they can sell and continue to enjoy the sport 
of reducing prices; and it is safe to predict, that after the 
present losing game is finished, they will all get together 
and advance prices from two to three hundred per cent., 
trying to regain in one year the profits that it has taken 
them six years to lose. 

Collections are improving, and if the war clouds in the 
East continue to develop, they may yet be beneficial to 
the crops of last year that are so largely being held in cribs 
and graniries awaiting higher prices.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

Early January is always a month that produces very little 
actual business. In some seasons there is quite an active 
booking of orders for future delivery, which tends to swell 
the actual business of March and April. ‘The conditions of 
the market at present, however, are not such as to en- 
courage the trade in carrying out this custom, as the 
staples are undoubtedly weak, and seem to tend to lower 
values. 

The price of nails is maintained by the Association, and 
purchasers are made by dealers only in such quantities as 
they absolutely need, the feeling being upon all sides that 
the price is entirely too high as compared with other articles, 
and that it must perforce be reduced before very long. 
Smooth and barbed wire are very unsettled as to price, al- 
though they are gradually reaching a figure below which it 
will not be possible to go. 

Some people seem to think that the recession of prices 
is an extreme one and that they are now lower in many 
cases than is justified by conditions. These prophesy an 
advance within the next six weeks. For ourselves, we are 
notin the business of prophesying, and believe that the 
safe and conservative course of buying is the one that 
should be practiced by retail dealers at all times, regard- 
less of the condition of the market. Their business is a 
legitimate one, into which speculation does not enter, and 
if they can obtain a reasonable profit upon everything that 
they handle from time to time, they are certainly domg a 
successful business. 

Bicycles are taking up much of the attention of the trade 
at present with their efforts to make arrangements for the 
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coming season. The Chicago Cycle Show has come and 
gone, and while there was not very much actual business 
transacted there, it has probably laid the foundation of ac- 
quaintances between manufacturers, jobbers and dealers, 
so that it will result in business in the future. 

The fact was developed on this occasion, that there is a 
marked scarcity of wheels at popular prices. It will be 
well for dealers who use these in an ordinary way to recog- 
nize this fact and make their arrangements so that they 
will unquestionably be covered when they are required. 
Present indications point to a much larger bicycle business 
during 1896 than has ever been known in this country.

THE OMAHA TRADE. 

Very little is being done of late except to close up the 
business of the last year, and prepare to open that of the 
present one. Comparatively few salesmen have been on 
the road, most of them being employed in posting up on 
the lines of goods and getting their catalogues and sample 
cases in shape to start out.

Should the time come when these goods are sold on a busi- 
ness basis, and when they are needed, it will result to the 
advantage of the manufacturer, jobber and dealer, without 
the demoralization now existing, and the retailer, with no 
inducement to overstock, will buy his goods when he needs 
them, and sell them at a profit, and in the long run all par- 
ties interested will be better satisfied.

THE COLUMBUS TRADE.

THE CHARLESTON TRADE. 

January business is fully up to expectation, and we are 
uncomfortably behind in completing orders. It is, of course, 
impossible for any traveller to be at more than one place 
or neighborhood in his territory at a time, and we are in 
daily receipt of postals inquiring when our representative 
will be around. The extremely favorable weather has 
permitted all farming operations to be carried on without 
interruption, and the demand for all lines of goods pertain- 
ing to preparation for planting is in consequence unusually 
good. We are still on the anxious bench, waiting for some 
encouraging news of shipment from manufactories of much 
needed goods, but the indications are that if we receive at 
all in time the quantities will barely enable us to partially 
fill orders already taken; with little prospect of supplying 
those that may hereafter come. 

Business, although unusually brisk, is made so by the 
number of orders rather than the size of any, and our ex- 
perience is that we will have a continuance of such for a 
larger period than usual, and the strictly early spring busi- 
ness be gradually extended until far in the spring proper, 
and give a steady business until the close of the year. 

Prices have varied slightly, but no decline sufficient to 
be specially noted has taken place. While indications point 
to material concessions on many lines in the near future, 
we do not think such reductions will seriously affect stocks 
that may then be on hand. 

The fact that the consumers’ demand has been good, and 
the obtainable supply limited, the accumulation of any 
special line has been impossible. Collections have taken 
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on new life, and it is very gratifying to record the numer- 
ous settlements already made. 

It has been the custom for ages, commercially speaking, 
for arrangements for fall settlement to be made when Jan- 
uary purchases are received, and we were fully prepared 
to have numerous customers remind us of their usual mode 
of settlement, but up to the present writing few have in- 
timated that purchases were made with such expectation 
and understanding. This condition of trade is very satis- 
factory, and we see no reason why accounts should not be 
materially reduced by the time the crop is fully planted, 
and if extension to fallis needed the amount in proportion 
to volume of business be less than for years past. 

Few novelties are offered in Hardware, and the mono- 
tony of looking atthe old standard samples and handling 
the same style of goods year after year is dreadfully tire- 
some, the only variation being that each is handled in 
season, and the season occurs only once annually. We 
hope to be able to continue the heretofore good report of 
business since June last, and even to report an improve- 
ment on present conditions. 

Should the spring and summer be favorable to truck 
farmers and fruit growers, it will round a year almost un- 
exampled in the history of the South, and materially re- 
place the losses of the past three years, which were not 
only non-sustaining, but entailed actual loas on the entire 
farming community.
